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FOREWORD 


English is a foreign language to Indian pupils; 
so its teaching in Indian schools is beset with special 
difficulties. The task of preparing a good Primer, 
therefore, requires planning on a wide scale. The 
first problem is the question of selection of a suitable 
method. In this booklet a scheme has been evolved 
embodying the best features of the modern methods. 

From the very beginning care has been taken to 
form a direct bond between experience and ех- 
pression, as is required in the Direct Method of 
teaching. This has been done by illustrating each 
and every word or idea with appropriate picture 
and making- ample provision for its drilling in 
successive lessons. The lessons have been carefully 
graded and they contain words and ideas of every-day 
use of the child and his environment. The vocabulary 
has been confined to about 450 fundamental words, 
most commonly used in English, as ascertained by 
Thorndike and Craigie. 

The pronunciation of English is the most baffling 


` part of the language ; so special attention has been 


(с?) 
given to it, АП the lessons in the book have been 
phonetically arranged. There are, however, altogether 
about twelve simple vowel sounds and nine diphthongs 
in the English language. Each of these sounds has 
been dealt with in separate lessons. 

Points of grammar, question formulas and action 
words have been introduced on a graduated scale. 
Nursery Rhymes have also been included at regular 
intervals to make the lessons all the more attractive. 

The ‘DEV READERS SERIES’ will be a humble 
attempt to initiate our pupils into the study of current 
natural English and to give them a practical command 
of the language. We shall consider our labour amply 
rewarded if this Primer proves helpful to our young 
learners in the acquisition of the elements of English 
language.
